I  coafids  to  principles  in  legiflation 
more  correct,  than  that  no  money 
fnall  be  drawn  from  the  Trcafury 
l  ot  under  appropriations  by  law  ; 
yec  1  Conftder,  both  as  .impractica- 
ble and  mifchevious,  the  do'trioe, 
that  the  money  arifing  from  a  fpeci- 
al  tax  (had  in  no  inftance  be  ufed 
for  any  other  thm  that  fpcJal  pur: 
pofe  for  «  hich  the  tax  was  imppfed  ; 
but  am  cf  opinion  chat  the  fums  raiT 
fed  ought  rather  to  be  considered 
as  an  aggregate  found  applicable  tq 
aggregate  pnrpofes,  and  indeed  if  a 
rigid  adherence  to  the  precife  letter 
is  neccflary  rhere  has  been  no  occa- 
sion to  jo  abroad  to  learch  for  viola- 
tions': for  our  government  at  home 
h  is  been  able  to  act  only  by  this  vi- 
olation. It  is  well  known  that  thi* 
duties  cf  impdA  and  tonage  are  ap: 
propriated  brft  to  produce  the  fum 
of 600,600  dollafl  for  the  civil  lift,

rnon  life  beaf  any  ahatogy  with  pub- 
lic management,  which  I  believe, 
what  could  be  contidered  at  being 
more  extraordinary  than  that  an  in- 
dividual fh:ju'd  appropriate  the  pro- 
ceed! of  one  farm  to  ptfrchafe  bread, 
of  another  drink' and  to  declare  ul 
the  face  of  contingtnrie«,  that 
happen  .^hat  may,  he  would  ftarve 
fho.»:d  the  bread  crop  f?il  rather 
than  ufe  the,  furplus  of  that  ap- 
proprtated  to  puixbafe  drink,  for 
its  porchare.

what  war  this  fhargei  a  fum  of  rro- 
rry  was  due  abroad  for  the  i/itereft 
of  ijqi  and  i;q2  ?o  be  paid  out  of 
the  domeftic  revenues  of  r  79 1  and 
1752  ;  the  United  States  had  an  of- 
fer to  make  a  payment  in  part  of 
WheJI  vv2s  due  France;  for  which 
maney  bad  l  eer  borrowed  and  was 
already  in  hand  abroad,  in  a  fuppfy 
of  provisions  from  here  to  the  ifhnd 
of  Sr.  Domingo,  t!ie  *-.-cretary, 
therefore,  and  douStlefs  with  the 
confent  cf  the  Pre4tot?n¥}  inftead  of 
tranfmitting  either  bills  or  money 
from  this  country  to  France  in  order

applicable  fo  the  payments  of  that 
inTe/gft)  which  was  already  here,  and 
mr-de  ufe  of  it  to  piy  the  debt  due 
to  France  in  the  produce  of  the'U- 
n  re  '  States.  So  that  altho'  appa- 
rently a  portion  of  the  principal  bor- 
rowed has  been  applied  to  pay  an  in- 
tereft due,  yet  in  r'-V.ity  its  capacity 
to  be  t  .us  ufed  arofe  from  its  conrti- 
tuting  in  this  coun-ry  an  equivalent 
fum  applicable  and  which  has  been 
applied  to  pay  off  the  principle  of  the 
French  deb.,  tnc  object  tor  which 


the  money  was  borrowed.  Lrt 
candor  inveftigate  this  transaction 
and  fure  I  am  its  dedue.ions  will  be 
directly  the  contrary  of  a  ciiarge  of 
crimination.  I  (hall  conclude  with 
obferviug,  that  I  (hoald  have  pro- 
ceeded to  examine  the  other  resolu- 
tions which  I  confider  as  week  as 
thofe  I  have  made  thefe  (hort  com- 
ments upon,  were  I  not  reft-amed 
by  the  rules  of  the  houfe.  But  this 
I  will  venture  to  fay,  that  they  will 
be  proved  unfounded  in  their  invef- 
ti^nn,  ind  will  merit  the  witty 
observation  of  a  celebrated  writer, 
that  ti  n'  they  rofe  like  a  rocker,  tiiey 
will  fall  like  the  ftick." 

Mr.  Findley  next  refc  snd  ex- 
prefled  himfelf  nearly  as  follows  :

I  will  only  m  ike 
a  (ingle  re  nark-,  there  is  no  cha- 
ra:fr  oTicially  known  in  the  exe- 
cun've  departments  of  this  govern  - 
me  it  who  merits  prr. eminence  or 
to  wh  ra  a  decree  of  greatnefs  can 
be  afcribedj,  but  in  proportion  to  his 
pronpt  execution  of  the  laws  and 
the  attention  with  which  hedifchar- 
ges  the  duties'  of  W  office.  Fron 
this  rule  the  Prelident  himfelf  is  not 
exempted,  mueh  lets  a  fubordinate 
Secretary  whofe  appointment  is  on- 
ly during  pleafure,  and  the  duties  af- 
fig  ie  I  him  or  a  c!unj;eabltand  tem- 
porary nature.  >  ■

I  -  anf  at:  to  the  firf*  it  is  only  ne- 
ceffary  to  advert  to  the  Ijw  authori- 
Qn  '  tht  loam.  ^The  la  v  authorif- 
i.nj;  the  twelva  million  loan,  appro- 
priates whatever  amount  may  be 
b?rro>ved  filety  to  the  payment  of 
debts  then  dne  to  France  and  Hol- 
l-*nd.      ...  .  ■ 

T^^elavr  nu'horinng  the  two  mil- 
I i o :  1  loan  directs  tfc?  application 
thereof  tothe  redei«p  ion  of  the  do-  , 
niefVc,  debt  in  aid  of  about  —  — — 
dollars,  arrifi ng  fr)m  the  revenue 
previous  to  the  flrf*  cf  January. 

Thefe  appropriations  were  pre- 
cife, d  tVmctand  unconditional;  with 
refpect  to  the  ufes  no  room  was  lefc 
for  the  exercife  of  difererion  ;  the 
will  cf  the  (egiflatut'e  was  e:rprefs  & 
clearly  dcrine  J  it  left  no  room  for  e- 
vafion  nor  any  excufe  for  mifhke  ; 
n  or  did  the  Prelident  tran>fer  to  the 
Secretary  any  other  authority  orin- 
(truetion  tiian  vvha.  the  law  expreff- 
ed. 

BJt  the  gen'leman  from  South- 
Carolina  fays,  that  the  promotion 
is,  that  the  Prefidc.it  did  give  other 
initructions  than  he  has  communi- 
cated ;  that  in  this  cafe  prefurnption 
fh  >uld  be  admitted  as  conclusive 
teffirony.;  and  tint  the  Secretary 
or  the  Prefident  are  not  obhg'd  to 
communicate  the  indructions  or  au* 
thorities  to  us. 

The  gentleman  is  a  lawyer;  I 
Will  appsat  to  him'tlf,  I  will  appeal 


to  all  the  profeffiinal  members  on 
the  fljor,  whether  prefumticn 
can  be  admitted  as  proof  where 
in  the  nature  of  the  cafe  pofitive  tcf- 
timony  can  be  procured. 

Surely  in  courts  of  luttice  pofitive 
teftimony  is  always  required,  and 
preemptive  is  rarely  admitted  ;  but 
in  this  cafe  the  preemptive  is  by  tha 
gantMpbii  fst  in  oppofition  to  the 
pofitivsn  However,  this  is  not  the 
the  cafe  in  fict.  Th«  Prehdent  did 
give  commifllon  and  instructions,  & 
thefe  are  fully  communicated  to  us. 
If  he  conceived  we  had  no  right  to 
demand  them,  he  would  have  told 
us  fo,  if  h3  had  kept  any  part  cf 
them  back  he  would  have  informed 
uj,  and  a.figned  his  reafons  for  do* 
ing  fo.  I  pre  fume  that  the  Prcii* 
dene  has  acted  the  part  of  a  candid 
h  ans'i  mm,  thegentleman  nrefumes 
the  rv/erfe.  The  fug^vftion  that 
this  houfe,  which  has  the  eakhtfivsj 
right  of  originating  the  appropriati- 
on of  money,  has  no  right  to  be  in- 
formed of  the  appiicition  of  it,  is  fo 
novel  and  extraordinary,  fo  ineon- 
fiftent  with  every  idea  of  propriety 
and  goad  government  that  ic  re- 
q  tires  no  reply. 

Did  the  Secretary  apply  the  mo- 
ney borrowed  in  Europe  agreeably 
to  n  the  legal  appropriations  of  the 
Prelident?  No  he  did  not;  though 
(prne  of  the  gentlemen  do  not  ac« 
kno  vkdgl  tliii,  ye;  the  Secretary 
has  clearly  acknowledged  it  himfelf 
and  has  tilled  his  reports  with  la- 
boured and  ingenious  apologies  for 
fo  doing;  he  has  fuggeftei  a  varie~ 
ty  of  motives,  and  taking  infinite  li-, 
berty  to  charm  us  with  the  mighty 
public  advantages  refuhing  from  his 
domg  fo.  He  acknowledges  having 
drawn  to  this  country  and  applied 
in  Europe  to  ufes  for  which  other 
monies  were  appropriated,  3  milli- 
ons of  dollars;  out  of  this  he  ha? 
paid  upwards  of  400,000  dollars  of 
the  French  debt  to  Sr.  Doming  a. 
I  do  not  complain  of  paying  the  in- 
terest due  in  Europe  out  01  the  mo- 
ney sjptalhed  there.  The  gentle- 
men apply  the  force  of  their'  argu- 
xmn's  with  great  attention  to  fup- 
port  or  apologife  for  this  part  of  the 
Secretary's  conduct,  as  if  agjinft 
this  only  the  charge  in  the  refoluti- 
on  lay.  But  we  do  not  object  to 
applying  that  money  in  Holland, 
Which  o'j^ht  tc  have  been  brought 
here,  if  the  money  which  according 
v-the  appropriation  (hould  have  gona 
to  Halland  had  b.:.^n  put  to  the  ufe 
here  fur  which  the  oth'T  was  intend- 
ed, a  iiTjple  exchange  of  money  for 
the  p.irpafe  of  conyenisncy  and  cr  :j- 
nomy  i>  properly  one  of  thofe  cafes 
fo  which  minifterial  dif-retion  mty 
foiely  be  extended  ;  but  the  qveftton 
is,  whether  the  m  Joey  has  been  re- 
placed. The  a  iKiLiut  of  money  has 
no:  been  applied  to  the  ufes  intend- 
ed, coufequently  the  appropriation 
has  b  :en  difregarded.  It  is  acknow- 
ledged that  tho'  there  were  upwards 
of  1,360000  dollars  of  the  do- 
rneftic  linking  fund,  and  upwards  of 
2,300,000  dollars  drawn  trom  Eu-  , 
rope,  b-'ide^  th€ monies  applied  to 
the  relief  of  St.  Domingo, yec  when, 
thefe  e  1^  aires  begao,  there  was  not 
i,ojo,ooo  dollarsappl  ed  to  the  re- 
demption of  the  public  debr,  and  e- 
ven  yet  the  whole  of  the  domcftic 
appropria'ions  has  not  been  applied 
to  the  finking  fund,  notwithfUnd- 
mg  that  the  public  debt  now  is  and 
has  for  forae  time  been  under  par. 

We  have  it  on  record,  that  tho 
Secretary  never  informed  the  com- 
luitlij.ners,  of  draughts  he  nude  on 


Europe,  altho'  the  fund  was  exclu** 
lively  to  be  at  their  difpofal. 

However,  I  will  not  detain  the 
committee  with  minuce  fhrements, 
they  are  not  n^celTary  ;  the  Secreta- 
ry has  acknowledged  that  he  dre^v 
more  money  from  Europe  than  the 
law  authoriled  him  to  do  ;  that  hs 
was  influenced  to  do  fo  by  motives 
not  contemplated  in  the  la  w,  an  1 
hid  either  applied  it  or  d-*awn  from 
Europe  with  the  defi^n  of  apvlyinj 
it  to  ufes  not  authorifed,  and  tha-  his 
has  broken  in  upon  the  fu  \d  appro- 
priated to  the  dn'charge  of  thj  French 
debt.  Indeed  the  delay  of  laforma- 
tioa,  the  receiving  it  pie  temetl, 
the  abandance  of  reafoni^g  a  \  I  ipo< 
logies,  when  only  linpleanj  plain 
ftir«.n;nt«  were  required,  re  xltn  a 
fcrutiny  of  all  his  caiculatiom  a 
vrirk  of  time  an!  labour;  therefore 
I  have  contented  myfelf  with  the 
facte  that  the  Secretary  »ckn  »| '  td  - 
p,es  and  vindicates  cn  the  qpieftlon  1  - 
ble  ground  of  policy.  It  re  \  1 
to  be  enquired,  had  the  S-erera*<  a 
right  to  depart  from  the  directions 
of  the  law,  in  ths  execution  of  it  X 
could  he,  without  a  violation  of 
the  la  v,  divert  the  money  from  its  c\ 
appropriate  ufe  to  purpo'es  foreign 
to  the  attention  of  the  legiflature  t 
He  certainly  could  not.  The  appli- 
cation of  appropriation  is  themoftfa. 
cred  and  im  >orrant  tru'I  the  lejil'la- 
turecan  confer  ;  if  they  may  be  mide 
to  bend  to  the  will  or  projecting  po- 
licy of  a  financier,  there  is  an  end  to 
ali  fecurity  ari  l  coniJcnce,  Wucn 
a  leghlature  makes  an  appropriation 
of  a  general  fund  to  a  variety  of  uf- 
es, as  has  been  doie  with  refpect 
to  the  impaft,  tona-e,  excli"*,  Stc. 
there  is  rtecedari'y  a  comi.lerable  de- 
gree of  difcretion  left  with  the  exe- 
cutive, as  far  as  r^fpects  preferrencs 
to  one  or  otrW  ol  the  appropriate 
ufes ;  but  where  the  m  mey  i»  ap- 
propriated falely  to  a  fpeCial  pnrpofe, 
as  in  the  cafe  or  t.he  16'ais,  he  w!i3 
executes  the  laws  his  r>  deg.-ee  of 
powero'/er  the  a  'p  o  )'1'  ton.  T  '.e  e 
is  am  ale  room  indeed  for  J iHcr ecio  1  ■ 
in  many  miter;a!  circu  nftm -e-, re  - 
peeting  them  :  filch'  a:  the  rer  t»s  oi 
contract,  the  times  of  drawing,  ti^t .

If  we  admit  that  the  mi niderial 
ajentas  not  refponubie  for  his  con- 
duit, nor  fubjaft  tocenfjrr,  bicauf* 
he  is  apooiiited,  and  in  this  ia'.'tanc*. 
authorifed  by  the  Pteiidenr,  we  will 
introduce  the  long  exobied  do  Irin  r 
of  Charles  I.  oi  Britain,  wuic!i\ 
brought  ruin  or.  the  king  and  ga^_ 
veramenr.  ..However  there  i»  arfcj 
eTential  difference,  fc: r  un  the  cii"*., 
be/ore  us  the  authorhy  and  inSruc 
tions  given  by  tne .  Preliden;  --  ere 
agreeshle  to  the  h  v  ;  but  the  coi- 
duct  of  the  miniitar  wis  contrary 
to  both. 

.If,  as  I  have  faid,  the  apphcatioa 
.ofmonev  to  its  appropriated  ufes  is 
the  moft  facred  and  important  truft 
which  the  legiflature  can  confer,  if 
the  perfon  directed  to  aoply  the  1 1  - 
ney  applies  it  to  what  ufe  he  picafe^ 
he  may  by  that  meaas  com.uani 


all  the  force  of  the  governmanf.  I 

conclude,  that  betraying  that  im- 
portant truft,  partakes  of  the  natur« 
of  treafon. 

The  qocftion  before  ui  Is  not 
whether  the  Secretary  has  applied 
it  to  a  good  or  abad  ufe;  whether  he, 
by  departing  from  the  legal  appro- 
priation fupported  public  credit  bet- 
ter, or  made  a  more  convenient  ac_ 
commodation  to  what  he  or  his 
friends  (uppofc  to  be  the  national 
intereft.  The  conftitution  or  the 
laws  have  not  conftifuted  him  the 
•u^e  of  the  national  inrercft  ;  nor 
fubmitted  it  to  his  vifdom  to  pre- 
feribe  tV.e  decree  of  public  credit 
w  hich  the  nation  oufcht  to  polTefs. 
The  public  credit  and  other  nation- 
al irrereft*  ou»ht  to  be  no  other 
than  the  leg'nlarure  wills  it  to 
be,  and  oujht  only  to  be  fupported 
by  the  mejns  and  in  the  manner 
thereby  pi  ffcribed  ;  this  is  the  voice 
of  the  conftitution,  the  voice  of  the 
Dw,  and  the  voice  of  reafon.  The 
prefirlent  and  both  branches  of  the 
Uz'fl  iturt  bfint*  the  real  as  well  as 
the  legal  reprefentative?  of  the  pen. 
pie,  it  it  reafonahh  that  they  fhould 
he  the  f)!e  judges  of  their  interefr. 
When  this  honfe  repeatf  Jly  called 
for  information  fiom  the  Secretary, 
they  did  n  >t  call  for  political  efl"iy<;, 
nor  l'.rore  1  npolocMrs,  they  did  not 
cooQfnute  him  tlie  judge,  or  the  in- 
ftrycu  r  of  the  leg  fhoire  ;  they  ci- 
i  .•  I  nothing  about  his  variety  of 
^;if.;>e->  nor  extei.fi ve  and  felf-im- 
pi-rtjnt  plan*  ;  tlirfe  he  might  have 
referred  to  embellifh  a  fyftVm  of  fi- 
nance, when  he  would  again  be  call  - 
H  upon  to  report  to  the  houfe; 
fhey  i  nlv  required  an  account  of  his 
ftewardfliip.  It  was  time  enough 
to  make  apologies  when  he  was  bit- 
m-d.  Prefacing  his  ftatements  with 
apologies  and  being  irritated  at  en- 
q  lilies,  and  artfully  evading  fo  ma- 
ny calls  for  information,  difecvered 
8  confciotifnefs  of  blame. 

However,  I  will  admit  that  art 
executive  officer,  prefied  by  fome 
urgent  and  unexpected  nccefTity, 
may  be  induced  to  depart  from  the 
authpnfed  path  of  duty,  and  have 
great  merit  in  fo  doing.  This  may 
1  c  the  cafe  with  a  general  of  an  ar- 
my or  an  admiral  of  a  fleet,  and  iho 
more  rcarly,  evr  with  a  financier. 
But  ir.  fucti  emt- ,,ency,  the  cfK'er 
ffi  acting  will  embrace  catlieft  op- 
portunity to  explain  the  matter  and 
ohtain  a  jollification'  nhilft  the  re- 
fent  feelings  arifing  from  the  occa- 
fion  ulvocate*  his  caufe  in  thapub- 
lic  mind, 

Has  the  Secret»ry  done  f>  in  the 
r>re[>nt  inftance  >  No  ;  his  conduct 
hasheen  the  very  reverfc.  Not- 
v  itfifTandrhg  repented  and  explicit 
calls  both  the  laft  feffinn  and  id's 
pr.-fenr,  the  extent  of  thefe  tfanfac- 
tioni  was  conceaUd  ;  a  bill  pafsed 
this  houfe  awthoiifirig  anoiher  loan 
of  800,000  o'ollar? — a  fecond  bill 
was  urged  in  an  \inorecedcnted  man- 
nrr  for  a  lorm  of  3,00*0,000  dollar*, 
and  tbo  this  was  a  favorite  bill  with 
the  minifter,  the  very  enquiry  after 
this  information  induced  his  friend* 
I  fhrink  from  the  bufinefs  and  de, 
fcrt  the  object  about  which  they  had 
difeovered  fo  mtich  folLitude. 

But  when  the  difclofure  i»  made 
does  there  appear  any  urgent  necef- 
fi ty  to  jtiltify  the  mcafure  ?  No — 
their  w-2$  none  except  what  exited 
in  die  unauthoriled  plans  of  the  h> 
nitieier.  He  informs  us  that  he 
1  ought  it  necefTary  to  have  always 
5  or  6  hundred  thou!and  do!b.rs 
at  his  command.  I  all:  what  law 
surhorifed  hinito  think  f 0  ?  Did  the 
Jeg:fl  itureju  ige  this  neceffary  *  .Nry 
Did  he  ever  ftate  the  neceffity  to  the 
Legifliture?  No,  he  did  not ,  and 
we  know  he  has  never  been  back- 
ward in  recommending  revenue  fy-' 
ftems  or  in  contriving  ufes  for  reve- 
nue. Suppofing  a  fudden  ncccffiiy 
iot  money,  arifing  from  a  difappoint- 


ment  of  fome  rsmittanre,  whet* 
was  the  boatled  aid  of  the  bank 
which  was  to  have  adminiitered  aid 
in  ail  fudden  emergencies  ?  Could 
not  bills  have  been  fold  for  caili 
when  the  neccflity  prefsed,  or  could 
not  a  temporary  loan  have  been  pro- 
cured from  any  of  the  banks  ?  Cer- 
tainly they  cou-H  ;  loans  were  ob- 
tained at  the  bank  when  neceiTtty 
required  fuch  aid,  and  when  the 
public  money  to  a  much  greater 
amount  was  depofited  with  the  bank. 
In  fhort  no  necefiity  of  ftate  purpo- 
fes,  authorifed  by  the  legilliture,  ex- 
ited. If  there  was  a  neceflity  at  all 
it  mud  have  arifen  from  another 
quarter;  mull  probably  from  the 
bank  icfelf  and  i:»  branches. 

A  key  to  this  fuggeftion  may  be 
difcovared  from  a  comparison  of  the 
times  of  drawing  and  ficu  uion  of  the 
bink  at  fuch  times. 

[Here  Mr.  Findley  was  called  to 
order  upon  the  ground  of  this  argu- 
ment not  being  confined  to  the  re_ 
folution  before  the  committee.  He 
■Me  I  ',ed  his  argumentsappliedftrict- 
ly  to  the  charges  of  violating  the 
law  contained  in  the  refolution  ; 
but  as  a  further  opportunity  of  ap- 
plying the  arguments  arifing  from 
nccertity  and  difcretion,  wo  ild  be 
given,  when  a  fubfequent  refolutiorv 
was  broug  it  before  the  committee, 
he  would  pafs  it  no*'  with  a  very 
few  remarks.] 

Hj  fa>d  the  cxercife  of  the  power 
aflurwed  by  the  Secretary  wai  incon- 
fifknt  with  that  public  confidence 
uoon  which  alone  the  government 
was  rounded  ;  that  it  was  inconfnt- 
e:it  with  public fafety  and  a  govern* 
mentoflavvs.  That  the  Secretary 
Jeemcd  to  taks  the  whole  govern- 
ment upon  his  fhoulders  and  tocon- 
fi  ier  all  the  great  intercfts  thereof 
to  be  committed  to  his  providence. 

His  reports  fpoke  the  language  of 
a  Frederick  of  Pfleffti  or  fome  other 
defpoiic  tyrant,  who  had  all  the  pow- 
er veiled  in  himfelf ;  not  the  lan- 
guage of  a  dependant  Secretary,  un- 
der a  free  and  well  ordered  govern- 
ment !"
